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PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE

Meetings may be called but Directors 
are not required to travel to attend such gatherings. 


The first duty of the elected Board will be to elect a President 
who will coordinate activities of the Board, establish a system to 
make communication easy. Mailing labels and stationery for all 
-directors should be provided to make the job of governing OOTC as 
convenient as possible. 


To get the work underway, this office will assist the Board in its 
work of getting into action, making a complete report on the 
condition of the OOTC and offering suggestions, where asked, 
which the Board use as a basis for its considerations. When the 
elected Board members have been in communication and have 
elected their new President, they can then begin to work, or 
establish committees to handle OOTC matters which need attention. 


Be sure and find the ballot (inside back fly-leaf) to be used by 
our Ist and 4th district members to elect their director. 
Remember, you can only vote for a Director who is nominated from 
your call district. Mark your ballot and return it to this office. 
Ballots will be tallied and those elected will be notified of your 
choice.

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ELECTION COMMENTS 


Candidates for the Office of Director in OOTC were received for 
all FCC call districts. With exception of the Ist and 4th districts 
only one candidate was nominated. We have therefore judged that 
all areas nominating only one candidate have thereby elected their 
Director. This office has not checked with individual candidates to 
determine whether or not they consented to serve, if elected. This 
was supposed to be a condition for submission of a name as a 
candidate. 


It has been a number of years since OOTC held elections. 
Therefore it has been deemed desirable to elect all ten directors at 
one time. Normally terms are for two _ years. In this single 
instance it is believed that five should be elected for two years 
and five for three years. After this intial stage, elections will 
revert to the regular 2-year terms as specified in Article V, 
Section 2 of the Constitution. Directors for Districts 2,4,6,8,0 will 
serve years 1990, 1991. Directors for Districts 1,3,5,7,9 will serve 
years 1990, 1991, 1992.

GETTING MORE OUTA YOUR RIG 


Being a short, reasonably non- 
, technical article on how to im- 
prove your rig’s performance. 


OST HAMS, especially those of us who are the 
Senior Citizens of Hamdom, which is to say that we 
have been hamming for over 40 or more years, are 
none too anxious to get too involved with high 
falootin technicalities where our rigs, amplifiers 

or antennas are concerned. 


That is not to say, that among us there aren’t 
some "perfectionists" whose antennas are like 
Maxwell Coffee, "Good to the Last Drop" of power 
available from the Xmitr. But there are some of us, 
and I really think that there may be more than most 
of us would care to admit, who put up a long wire 
antenna or a beam, tune it with an antenna tuner 
and an SWR bridge, and let it go at that. It is to 
those hams that I address this article. 


In the first place, most of the commercial 
antenna tuners are of the "full T-Section" type, 
familiarly called, 'Transmatches." Now, I have 
nothing against the Transmatch, other than that I 
have never been able to get one to work properly 
for me. And I don’t want to get into a big rukus 
arguing with one or more OOTC members whose 
electronic background makes mine look like a zero, 
either. I simply like the Collins pi tuner; and 
have been able to get it to tune almost everything 
except, perhaps, a wet noodle! And I haven’t tried 
that yet, come to think of it. 


The average T-Section tuner is shown in Figure 1. 
It dan be simply converted into the Collins pi 
network, shown in Figure 2, by making the changes 
indicated in Figure 3. Takes a bit of wire and a 
good soldering iron. Average time for the change is 
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less than what it takes to change the average tire 

these days. 
Anyhow, to make it short and sweet, I’m going to

like a 50-ohm, purely resistive load, or very close 
to that. 


Most of the fact that we don’t get what we expect 
from our antennas, is that we tune them at the 
station or Xmiter amplifier end of the transmission 
line, and not at the antenna end of the transmssion 
line, where the SWR might be different. 


Having lost that round, how can we improve our 
Xmitr-to-antenna power transfer? Because if the 
Xmitr or the final RF amplifier "needs" a 50-ohm 
impedance looking like pure resistance for best 
energy transfer, it is essential that the antenna 
look like that deal. That’s why we use antenna 
- tuners, or at least why some of us do, 


However, if you’re one of them guys that’s 
running barefoot, there is precious little that you 
can do. You can’t tune a tuner you don’t have. 

But you still oould do something... 


Like you could "Deep Six" that pre-1776 antenna 
coax cable, which might help. As the cable is 
exposed to the elements, it deteriorates and as it 
does, so does the transfer of power thru it! So 
replace it! If you don’t believe me, ask any coax 
manufacturer. He’ll agree with me if for no other 
reason than to do so, sells more coax! Hi.! 


If you are using an RF amplifier, and the coax is 
reasonably new, there is one other thing you can do 
to improve the transfer of power from your amplifier 
to the antenna. That’s this, assuming that you use 
an antenna tuner. 


You’re going to be surprised when vou insert an 
SWR bridge between the output of your Xmitr and the 
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input of your RF amplifier. I know I was. I only 
needed 100W to drive the amplifier to full power, 

and that was available from my Xmiter. However, the 
SWR that I read indicated that only 65% of the power 
was being transferred, or 65W and not the 100W I had 
hoped for. 


"T’ll fix that," I said to myself. So I inserted 
my spare, home-spun pi tuner between the 1kW RF 
amp input and the SWR bridge at the output of my 
Xmitr. See Figure 4. Then I jiggled this and 
juggled that control on the Xmitr and the pi tuner 
until I had brought the SWR down to a reasonable 
1.5:1. That meant I was only losing about 8/10th of 
1%. Not bad! Theoretically, I was getting 80W from 
the Xmitr which should drive the amp to about 25% 
more power than before. 


Then I noticed that the RF amp was "unhappy. ' 
It was not running according to Hoyle. Somewhere, 
I had derated something and the results were worse 
than I had had them before I put the darn SWR into 
the circuit. What to do??? 


Finally figured-:it out. I already had one antenna 
pi tuner inserted between the SWR bridge and the 
output of the RF amplifier to the antenna coax line, 
And I had just inserted another between the Xmitr 
and the SWR to the RF amp. So now I had 2 tuners 
in the Xmitr-Antenna coax system. See Figure 5, 


Then I juggled the RF amp and antenna tuner 
controls until I got a minimum SWR on BOTH bridges. — 
Took some doing, but I ended up with about 1:1 on 
the SWR between the Xmitr and the amp, and 2.5:1 
on the SWR at the output of the RF amp. 


Trick is to tune the Xmitr tuner first for the © 
best SWR you can get, hopefully 1:1. Leave it alone 
and then tune the amp/antenna tuner for the best 
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SWR you can get there, too. End up with tweeking 
all rig controls invclved: Xmitr, both tuners, and 
RF amplifier. 


Then I got another brain-storm. I had an RF 
output meter made by the Drake people in Miami, 
Ohio. I connected that in series with the antenna, 
lead-in, coaxial line. 


Now I started all over again, juggling both tuner 
controls for the best SWRs I cculd manage. The one 
nearest to the Xmitr finally read 1:1. 


Then I adjusted the other (amp/antenna) tuner 
for the maximum reading on the Drake RF meter, at 
the same time seeing to it that the output SWR 
reading ended up in the 2.5:1 neighborhood. I 
finished up with a respectable 800W, key-down, input 

to the antenna line, which wasn’t bad considering 
that the poop-sheet had promised a 1kW output. 


So there, fellows, is the dope. Get yourself two 
antenna tuners, two SWRs and one RF meter and real- 
ly go to town!!! You may go crazy adjusting each 
time you change bands. But in the end you’ll get a 
lot more from your rig without creating havoc on the 
bands. For well-adjusted rigs usually sound just 
fine... and do well, too. 


And when you now, finally, QSO that super-dis- 
tant DX station, or a new "land,' which you have 
been trying to do, for, oh, so long ---
